As  a  purely  monetary  conference 
ift  wu  dofifttod  before  the  prelluliiary  arrtoge- 
ments  were  made  for  its  assemblage  by  the  act 
of  the  United  States  in  suspending  the  gold 
ikutOaM.  That  was  a  belated  iet,  perpetrated 
at  a  moment  when  Mr.  Ramsay  MacDonald  was 
on  the  sea  on  hU  way  to  Washington  to  secure 
the  eonaboMtVm  of  the  United  Btatea  in  draw- 
igg  up  an  agenda  for  the  deliberations  now  in 
progress  in  London.  The  cold  fact  of  the  situa- 
tion Is  that  the  United  States  has  temporarily 
wrecked  the  World  Economic  Conferenee.  Sueh 
gatherings  can  only  be  successful  when  there  is 
a,iplitll  of  oompromlae  aU  rooad. 

The  forthcoming  suspension  of  the  Confer - 
ex}j^,<awni  the  way  for  a  resumption  of  Empire 
d^PNratimis  not  only  for  greater  inter»lmpertal 
trade  development  but  for  the  dleeuaibm  of  ways 
aqd  meaoa  to  brlQg  about  aome  measure  of 
■■tbillsation  of  currencies  in  British  lands.  Such 
a  gathering  can  be  held  in  London  and  can 
U0ta  nnmadlately  aflerche^adldumment  of  the 
^RPtorld  Beoiiomie  Conference.  The  Empire's 
representatives  are  there;  they  know  now  what 
measure  of  co-operation,  or  lack  of  co-operation, 
to^  expect  from  other  countries.  They  know,  as 
WfU,  what  further  stops  are  needed  in  the  light 
of  the  wm-klng  of  the  Ottawa  agreements  made 
laM  Autumn.  Some  of  these  doubtless  stand  in 
need  of  amendment.  Others  can  be  amplified 
to  promote  greater  inter-Imperial  commerce.

It  is  commonplace  knowledge  that  very  few 
good  novels  have  been  written  recently.  The 

plots  of  many  late  publlcation-s  have  been  con- 
spicuous by  their  absence.  There  are  some  of 
thMD,  a«  JLord  X>avid  Cecil  nyn,  with  no^topu, 
others  with  no  paragraphs,  yet  others  with  no 
definite  articles,  and  some  with  no  grammar.  In 
Lord  David's  opinion  'i'omance,  passion  and 
humor  seem  to  have  disappeared  The  novelist 
tends  to  become  cold-hearted  and  his  characters 
are  no  longer  flaming  villains  and  white  heroes, 
but  scientific  .specimens  They  are  described  and 
we  look  at  them  as  though  they  were  tadpoles  in 
a  tank." 

WhHt.  is  the  remedy  for  novel-writers?  Mr 
Charles  Morgan  has  sound  advice  to  give.  When 
a  name  Uvea  in  the  novel-writing  world  It  usually 
does  so  becau.se  of  .style,  which  is  sublimation  of 
personality.  It  is  the  essence  of  a  man  or  woman 
communiaatod  In  words.  Style,  says  Mr  Morgan, 
is  governed  by  choice  of  subject.  If  the  wrong 
subject  is  chosen  then  the  style  is  blunted, 
laborious  and  dull.  An  author's  most  difficult 
task  is  to  "learn  himself,"  so  to  understand  the

In  speaking  of  his  own  experi- 
ences Mr.  Morgan  says:  "I  have  now,  locked  away 
In  my  cupboards,  among  a  mass  of  rejected  work, 
the  manuscripts  of  three  novels,  each  one  of 
which  has  been  carried  to  more  than  a  third  of 
its  length  and  then  abandoned.  They  were 
abandoned  in  each  instaaea  not  because  the 
story  was  weak,  but  because  my  pen  gradually 
perstiaded  me  that  it  was  someone  else's  story 
But  there  are  two  other  stories  that  are  actively 
alive  in  me,  full  of  constant  allurement.  They 
seem  to  me  very  good;  they  seem  to  me  to  be 

pen  should 

welcome;  but  hitherto  my  pen  has  always 
rebelled,  has  always  tried  to  ride  away  from 
the  straight  and  narrow  path." 

It  Is  speech  that  makes  it  hard  for  the  author 
In  dealing  with  contemporary  life.  In  this  respect 
Mr.  Morgan  offers  one  expedient  of  great  value; 
that  is  the  use  of  indirect  speech.  The  need  ipr 
this  increases  year  by  year.  He  thinks  that 
before  long  r^rted  dialogue  may  disappear 
altogether  from  the  aesthetic  novel.  It  will  the 
more  certainly  disappear  If  the  novel  retains  a 
naturalistic  basis.

This  is  the 
definition  which  poetry  hr\,s  plven  and  Mi.ss  Mc- 
Carthy sees  in  it  "whispers  that  there  is  a 
gr— ter  sealdng  beg^d  happtaess.  full  of  excite- 
ment and  pain,  leading  to  darker  mysteries  and 
through  them  to  a  fuller  life."    It   may  be 
dovMad  if  there  is  anything  in  the  nature  of 
permanent  happiness  without  peace  and  con- 
tentment as  well.  Thomas  Hood  spoke  of  a  hap- 
Idness  which  makes  the  heart  afraid.  AristoUe 
alluded  to  it  as  a  condition  that  belongs  to 
those  who  are  contented.    The  poet,  Edward 
To«mg.  latnad  a  warning  against  what  Earth 
calls  happlBtSS,  and  said  to  beware  all  Joys  but 
those  that  can  never  expire.  The  latter  poet 
was  probably  correct  hi  hU  belief  that  Heaven 
wills  our  happines,s,  allows  our  doom.    As  to 
where  this  condition  is  to  be  experienced, 
w  iw'uewm  wi  wiuwe. 
"Not  in  Utopia,  .suhterranean  fields, 
Or  some  secreted  island,  Heaven  knows  where;

The  first  .sti^anur  to  arrive  here 
was  a  most  interesting  event.  The 
early  history  of  this  Province  is  so

the  time  she  sailed  from  Orave^end 
on  August  27,  1836     until  February, 

1883,  when  she  piled  up  on  the 
rocks  at  the  entrance  to  Vanaen- 
ver.  The  Ineldents  ndght  be  woven 
into  a  novel  that  would  be  tnie  and 

yet  "stranger  than  fiction." 
,  The  launching  of  the  Beaver 
(built  on  the  Thames  in  183.S)  was 
attended  by  150,000  people.  Includ 
Ing  King  William  and  many  of  the 
nobility.  The  smallness  of  the  ves- 
sels In  those  days  and  the  way  they 
mastered  the  gales  of  boUi  the  At- 
lantic and  the  Pacific  wks  simply 
marvelous.  The  Beaver  was  only 
101.4  feet  long,  with  20-foot  beam 
and  of  109  tons.  The  crew  aboard 
when  she  left  Oravesead  for  the 
Columbia  River  eenslsted  of  D. 
R6me,  commander:  W.  C.  Hamil- 
ton, first  mate;  Charles  Dodd,  sec- 
ond mate;  Peter  Arthxu-.  chief  en- 
gineer; John  Donald,  secoiwl  en- 
gineer; Henry  Barrett,  can^^nter, 
and  able  .seamen  William  Wil.son. 
Oeorge  Gordon,  William  Phillips, 
James  Dick,  Oeorge  Holland,  Jame.s 
Mclntyre  and  William  Bums,  a 
total  crew  of  tfiirteen. 

The  Beaver  was  168  days  on  the 
voyage.  Ihe  log  (a  small  part  only 
is  VWted)    Is    a  mofit  interestlnir 

doetmient,  eontainlng  stirruig  inci- 
dents of  that  temarkshle  voyage, 
as  follows: 
"August  II,  lM:ftsft  the  Downs 

at  noon. 

"Sept.  1:  Shortened  sail  for  the 
Columbia  (the  barque  Columbia 
was  her  consort)  at  1  p.m.;  signal 
from  the  Columbia.  She,  wishing 
to  speak,  hove  to  for  her.  She  re- 
ported death  of  Mr.  Carney,  her 
chief  mate. 

"Sept.  5:  Signalled  the  ColumbU 
to  steer  8.W. 

"Sept.  7:  At  noon  Columbia  bore 
N.  H  West  2  miles. 

"Sept.  n  At  noon  made  the 
Island  of  Madeira.  West  point,  bear- 
ing S.8.W.  8  miles. 

Sept.  24:  Hove  to  for  the  Colum- 
bia. 

"Sept.  30:  Plred  3  rockets  for 
the  Columbia;  no  reply.  I>uring  the 
heavy  squall  lost  sight  of  her.

Until 
the  ship  was  actually  approaching 
Honolulu  he  had  always  been  the 
centre  o(  groups  of  admiring  eMsriy 
ladles  to  whom  he  reeounted  tales 
of  his  romantic  past  in  the  Islands, 
when  he  had  conaorted  with  royalty 
and  been  one  of  the  gayest  of  the 
gay  young  cavaliers  who  partici- 
pated in  the  moonlight  fea-st.s  and 
lively  dancea  of  thirty  years  On 
their  arrival,  however,  Ada  and  her 
friends  saw  a  tremendous  change  in 
Hubert.

The  interior  furnlshlng.s  wore  to 
be  made  of  selected  and  .seasoned 
timber,  and  it  Is  of  special  interest 
that  the  pews,  font,  reading  desk 
and  pulpit  are  all  part  ot  the  orig- 
inal fumlthlngt  at  they  appeared 
sixty  years  ago.

Acc  ording  to  extant  records,  Lilian 
Margaret,  the  Illtle  daughter  of 
Hans  and  Lilian  Helge.son.  who  died 
duriiiR  an  epideiiilt  of  measles,  was 
the  first  to  be  laid  in  Crod  s  acre. 

From  the  year  of  ron.scc ration  to 
1911  the  hLstory  of  the  parlsl\  la 
largely  linked  up  with  that  of 
Christ  Church  OathadraL  Vk:t(Mia, 
and  St.  Paul's  Chureh,  Xtqulmalt. 
inasmuch  as  it  waa  torred  first 
by  the  clergy  of  both  parish 
churches,  and  latterly  by  successive 
rectors  of  St.  Paul'a  Garrlsrai 
Church. 

The  church  records  .show  that  In 
the  year  1911.  Rev  H.  B  Hadlow 
WHS  appointed  by  BLshnp  Perrln  to 
the  sole  charge  of  Metchosin,  Col- 
wood  and  Rocky  Point,  and  became 
the  first  re.sident  minister.

meeting  held  in  May.  1920.  tlie 
parishioners  plated  il  on  record 
that  they  considered  the  position 
of  the  vicarage  inconvenient,  being 
two  mUea  away  from  the  church, 
and  on  a  side  road  and  off  the  route 
of  all  usual  travel.  They  therefore 
decided  to  dlspoee  of  tht  property, 
and  a  favorable  offer  beipg  roealved 
from  Henry  James.  It  was  bcAA  in 
July,  1920.  for  the  sum  of  $1,700. 

DONATEii  NEW  LAND 
The  late  H.  R.  Hammond  then 
offered  to  donate  one  acre  of  land 

was  accepted  and  ttie  present  mod- 
em vicarage  erected  during  Mr. 

Comley's  incumbency.  During  the 
time  he  was  here,  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary was  ohserv  ed.  w  hen  a  cement 
foundation  was  laid  under  the 
rhurch  and  various  other  Improve- 
ments effected.  Upon  the  departure 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Comley  to  Alert 
Bay  to  take  charge  of  the  Indian 
work  at  that  interestinK  ancient 
settlement,  the  present  incumbent, 
Rev.  H.  M.  Bolton,  waa  appointed. 

The  vicar's  warden  Is  H.  a. 
Pierce,  who  haa-  filled  this  position 
for  some  years  and  also  acted  as 
vestry  clerk  for  eighteen  years.  The 
I>ef>ple's  warden.  F  F  Fnidd.  was 
appointed  in  1920  and  has  been  re- 
elected each  year  to  tha  present 
time. 

No  historical  sur\ey  of  St.  Mary's 
would  be  complete  without  glowing 
reference  being  made  to  the  un- 
tiring efforU  of  the  women  of  the 
parish,  who  have  always  been  fore- 
most whenever  the  tntieresta  of  the 
church  have  been  at  stake. 

Needles*  to  say.  they  were 
among.st  tho.se  who  were  most  In- 
sisting in  their  v;\\\  fr>r  a  church 
building  sixty  Ncars  ago  and  many 
of  them  worked  indcfaf  igably  to 
raise  the  n^fes-sary  Uinds. 

At  a  pari.sh  meeting  held  in  Au- 
gust. 1912,  when  the  decision  was 
reached  to  build  a  vicarage  for  Mr. 
Hadlow.  the  first  resident  minister, 
we  find  the  ladles  of  the  congrega- 
tion offering  to  canvass  for  funds 
so  far  afleld  as  Vict<»na.  and  with 
out  their  enthusiastic  efforts  the 
modern  house,  which  Is  occupied 
by  the  present  vicar  and  his  family, 
would  never  have  been  built. 

All  thi.s  has  constituted  a  .series 
of  real  challenges  to  the  spirit  and 
energy  of  the  men  who  tiuve  ac- 
cepted them  and  thus  had  the  work 
of  the  parish  developed.

Ibla  has 
resulted  la  daeraaaad  iwvaaua  to  the 
Indiana  for  tbabr  work  with  the 
consequanoa  that  Zadlaa  work  is  in 
danger  of  djrlng  out  altogether  un- 
less ever>'  effort  Is  made  to  en- 
courage the  workers  and  to  per- 
petuate their  crafts,  according  to 
Miss  AUce  Llghthall,  chairman  of 
tha  exhibition. 

GENUINE  ARTICLES 
Ona^nf  tba  bast  ways  to  counter- 
aet  this  situation  is  to  encourage 
the  showing  of  genuine  articles  at 

eichlbltlons,  said  Miss  Llghthall

Da?ld  and  is  one  of  the  rixty-six 
bosks  in  the  library  of  sacred  writ- 
ings called  the  Bible.  The  book  by 
the  local  author  bears  the  sugges- 
tive title  of  "nie  Psalms  Resung." 
and  Is  a  metrical  ver.slon  of  the 
ancient  psalmcnly  of  thf  Hebrew 
and  Chrustian  churches  llil.s  met- 
rical version  was  fa-shioned  by 
Oonald  A  Praser,  pa.'st  president  of 
the  Victoria  branch  of  the  Cana- 
dian Authors'  Assoelatkm. 

Metrical  versloas  of  the  Pas^ 
are  no  new  thing.  Scores  of  them 
have  been  written,  such  as  that  of 
the  Scotch  Psalter  in  the  Old  Land 

and  the  Bay  Psalm  Book  of  New 
England.  The  exquuslte  "^"wrntv- 
fhlrd  Psalm,  f<vi  ha.s  been  para- 
phra.sed  by  Jo.seph  Addison.  Lsaac 
Watt-s.

W  Baker  and  others.  Mr.  Fraser 
has  given  the  world  still  another 
poetic  rendering  in  English  of  the 
ancient  hymn  book.

Eighteenth  P,salm.  for  example.  Mr. 
Fraser  has  found  It  nece.s-sary  to  use 
seven  difTereiit  metres  Tlie  first 
two  vorses  may  be  given,  one  of  four 
lines  and  the  .second  of  two,  which 
will  Illustrate  the  diversity  of  metre 
and  at  the  same  time  the  beauty  of 
his  version:

A  FINE  VERSION 

One  ia  tempted  to  quote  largely. 
In  general,  aa  has  been  suggested, 
as  a  metrical  verskm.  "The  Psalms 
Resung"  takes  a  high  place  along 
with  thoae  of  earlier  years  and  cen- 
turies. Whether  the  music  of  any 
metrical  version,  even  Including  the 
freer  paraphrases,  can  excel  the 
exquisite  cadence  of  the  prose  of 
the  Authorized  Version  may  be 
fairly  debated.  Mr.  Fra.se rs  ren- 
dering is.  however,  not  a  p>araphra,se 
but  a  truly  metrical  version  that  has 
the  strength  and  accuracy  of  an  al- 
most literal  rendering  but  lacks, 
necessarily,  some  of  me  flexibility 
of  a  freer  treatment 

Within  this  setf-Unposed  Umita- 
tkm  it  is  a  very  fhie  version.  It  is 
smoother,  on  the  whole,  than  that 
of  the  Scotch  Psalter.  In  contrast 
with  that  version  there  Is  the  pleas- 
ing variation  of  metre  that  has  been 
referred  to  above.  This  is  Illustrated 
in  the  Twenty-third  Psalm,  where

BOSTON  (UP)  —Yachtsmen  from 
Bar  Harbour  to  Newport  are  won- 
dertng  If  Britain  la  not  qnlatly  pre- 
paring another  challMMr  for 
America's  Cap.  which  the  late  Sir 
Thomas  Upton  sought  so  long  and 
UBsneoessfully. 

The  oause  of  all  the  discussion  is 
the  Velaheda,  recent  winner  over 
KliiK  tieorge's  Britannia.  The  boat, 
a  $100,000  beauty,  was  turned  out  by 
Nichol.vin.  uho  designed  the  last 
two  cliallenKers  for  America's  Cup, 
Shamr(Kk  IV  and  Shamrock  V.  It 
is  however,  a  rndlca!  departure  from 
Nicholson's  prevlou.s  challengers. 

The  boat  la  of  Bermiidian-cutter 
rig  and  violates  none  of  the  regula- 
tions governing  yachts  competing 
for  the  trophy.  It  Is  modeled  along 
lines  which  would  be  admirably 
suited  to  keep  it  steady  in  the  swell 
normally  found  at  America's  Cup 
contests. 

The  Velsheds,  with  a  tonnage  of 
a(K.  w  much  l.irKcr  than  the  Sham- 
rock V  It  ha.s  a  wnterline  length 
of  83  feet  and  over-all  length 
of  128  feet  It.s  maximum  beam  is 
21  feet.  4  Inche.-s.  and  drnuKti'  is 
15  feet.  It  displace.s  143  tons  and 
has  a  sail  area  of  7,542  feet. 

Another  algnlflcant  feature  la  the_ 
fact  that,  contrary  to  British  prac- 
Uce.  the  Velsheda's  hull  U  of  stesl. 
'Forward,  it  haa  eonvex  aaotioos. 
la  fuU  amVUhlps.  and  narrows  out 
again  at  the  stern. 

There  Is  plenty  of  time  for  the 
Velaheda  to  be  tested  thoroughly 
In  British  waters  before  a  challenge 
Is  Issued.  Given  two  more  monilis 
of  racing.  It  .should  be  ea.sy  to  Judge 
if  the  yacht  is  worthy  of  an  at- 
tempt at  the  world's  most  famous 
yachting  cup.  Then,  after  the  chal- 
lenge ha.s  been  made  and  accepted, 
the  Velaheda  could  cross  the  At- 
lantic before  Winter  ssts  In.  Idle 
through  the  off  aaaaon.  and  fit  ta 
many  weeka  of  valuable 
before  the  race.

Hils  dls- 
eloees  another  fact  that  Will  un« 
doubtadly  surprise  many,  vti.,  that 
there  are  3jai  Indian  chlldrsn  at- 
tendlmr  school  in  the  province.  Uke 
everything  that  has  to  do  with  the 
Indians,  his  education  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Federal  Oovem- 
ment.  but  the  schools  are  actually 
administered  by  one  or  other  of  the 
three  churche.s  tliat  have  interested 
themselves  in  the  Christianizing  of 
the  ab<>ri(?iiH'.s  the  Roman  Cath- 
olics, the  Anglican  or  the  United 
Church. 

Of  the  sixteen  residential  school.' 
approximately  half  the  number  ar 
under  Catholic  administration;  two 
uadw  AnfUean;  the  remainder 
under  tha  United  Church.  There 
are  also  fofty-nlne  day  schools,  and

There  are  numbers  of  teachers 
attending  the  classes  at  the  High 
School  at  tlie  present  time  who 
teach  in  Indian  sciiools.  From 
them  one  hears  the  some.  They  all 
love  their  work.  They  seem  to  love 
their  children,  and  although  the 
schools  are  in  most  instances  In 
out-of-the-way  places,  in  inlets  or 
rivers  far  up  the  coast,  or  In  the 
Interior,  teachers  continue  on  year 
after  year,  even  when  rural  or  city 
school  positions  t>ecome  available. 


Barry  says.  The  inexperienced 
teacher  atho  goea  Into  an  Indian 
school  ftr  tha  flni  time  expecting 
her  chfldren  to  know  the  little 

things  that  the  average  child  picks 
up  from  his  nursery  picture  books 
Is  apt  to  laugh  at  the  Iftnorance  of 
the  little  Indian  boy  or  girl  whose 
childhood  has  been  devoid  of  pic- 
tures and  story  books. 

Such  ignorance  is  far  removed 
from  stupidity,  however.  It  is  mere- 
ly the  result  of  environment.

BOAT  BUILDING 
Pishing  is  one  of  the  most  Im- 
portant of  the  occupations  fOUowed 
by  Indians.  Consequently  at  the 
Indian  residential  schools  at 
Coqualeetza  and  Alert  Bay  the  boys 
are  being  taught  boat  building  and 
everything  associated  With  aaglMS 
that  go  in  boats. 

Inspector  Barry  says  he  hopes  to 
see  tiie  manual  training  idea  devel- 
oped even  in  the  larger  day  schools 
for  Indians.  Already  the  day  schools 
at  Metlakatla  and  in  the  North 
Okanagan  have  been  supplied  with 
.several  .set.s  of  tools  for  manual 
training  At  Lytton  mnni'nl  train- 
ing i.s  Ijeing  taught  by  teachers  sup- 
plied by  the  Provincial  Government. 
Similarly  girls  in  the  residential 
schools  are  learning  housecrafts, 
mending,  cooking  and  other  tiseful 
things.  In  fact,  some  of  the  schools 
have  even  been  supplied  by  the 
Dominion  Oovernment  with  Singer 
sewing  machines  for  the  t^e  of  the 
bigger  girls.  , 

BB8CLTS 
"The  results  are  very  apparent  In 
the  homes   of   ex-pupUs   of  our 

.school.s,"  Captain  Barry  reported 
He  mentioned  .some  of  the  evidences 
nf  file  improved  conditions.  With 
the  as.si.stance  of  the  Department, 
which  give.s  lumber,  hou.ses  are  be- 
ing built  by  boys  after  they  leave 
the  Indian  schools.  When  the 
young  people  marry  they  do  not 
have  to  go  back  to  the  Inadequate 
dwellings  lived  in  by  the  older  In 
dlan.s,  but  start  life  with  a  neat 
cottage  of  their  own 

The  r.overnment  further  assists 
by  providing  sewii>i'  mnehine.";.  tools 
and  other  articles  in  .^ome  instances 
Only  the  l.ick  of  funds  prevents  still 
more  generous  help  being  given 
theee  native  wards. 

SAAMC  H  SC  HOOL 
All  the  .schools  mentioned  are  In 
distant  part,s  of  the  province.  For- 
tunately it  is  possible  to  bring  the 
story  ncarn-  home.  On  the  West 
Saanich  Road  a  very  successful  In- 
dian day  school  is  being  conducted 
under  Catholic  admintstratlon. 
With  twenty  pupUs  this  is  one  of 
the  mo.st  modern  schools  b<  the 
kind  :n  the  province. 

The  wh'>lf<  province  Is  divided 
into  seventeen  Indian  agencies,  the 
agents  in  each  instance  acting  as 
ofnelal  trustees.  In  the  Cowlchan 
agency,  wlilch  embraces  Duncan 
and  Southeast  Vancouver  Island 
'including  Saanich i  every  encour- 
agement is  being  given  In  the 
.schools  to  the  making  of  Indian 
sweaters,  now  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant industries  among  Indian 
women,  thanks  to  the  popularity  of 
theee  comforUble  weather-proof 
garments.  All  over  the  provlnee  the 
Indian  schools  are  eneouraging  the 
teaching  of  basket  work  in  place  of 
the  paper  work  which  taught  the 
White  children  in  the  lower  grades. 
NOW  AMBITIOUS 
The  Indians  thenaelves  are  be- 
coming amMtloOB  for  their  chUdren. 
They  went  their  boys  and  girls  to 
be  educated.  Captain  Barry  says 
they  often  send  In  requests  for  a 
good  teacher  to  be  sent  to  such 
and  such  a  s<  iionl

there  we  encountered  our  first  bandit  We 
had  to  buy  gas.  We  paid  twenty-nine  cenU 
f«r  It  In  Vaneottver.  and  half  a  cent  n  gallon 
more  at  I.angley.  but  at  Chllllwack  three  for 
a  dollar  was  what  it  cost.  It  la  all  on  account 
of  the  frelghta.  declared  the  bandit. 

I  think  that  the  transportation  compmnle.s 
have  good  grounds  for  action  for  libel,  slander 
or  aomethlng  equally  ferocious,  i  told  the 
bandit  so.  but  it  didn't  seem  to  frighten  him 
at  all.

Ifet  only  is  K  Worthy  of  comment  as 
a  place  for  the  refreshment  of  travelers,  bat 
there.  Ftank  Barber  has  estebUshed  a  past 
that  cntltlee  him  to  receive  the  tftaahs  of  the 
province. 

He  maintains  n  square  mile  of  wooded  de. 
Ught.  at  his  own  expense.  He  has  preserved 
for  the  people  of  British  Columbia  a  rare 
heritage.  Here  arc  to  be  found  great  natural 
eavaa.  fomed  when  laumnee  sections  of  a 
peak  tumbled  down  to  pile  one  on  top  of  the 
other  at  the  foot  of  tfM  kwontaln.  In  primeval^ 
days  the  Mtaas  inhabited  these  eaves.  B«|* 
they  hid  from  their  enemies;  here  they  hdd 


their  council  meetlng.s  and  plotted  their 
forays;  here  they  found  refuge  from  the 
storms  of  Winter.  Mr.  Barber  la.  with  true 
appreciation  of  their  historic  worth, 
ing  these  caves  as  they  were  found. 

Near  the  caves  tumblee  a  great  watarfail, 
roaring  and  splashing  from  a  dizzy  height  over 
the  piled  boulders  to  the  valley,  through  which 
It  purls  by  Restmore  Lodge  to  the  Ftaser.  Be- 
elde  this  stream  Mr.  Barber  has  established 
picnic  STOunds  for  the  accommodation  of  those 
who  ( aro  to  enjoy  this  sylvan  retreat. 

From  Restmore  to  Hope  Is  a  drive  of  .some 
six  or  eight  miles.  We  stopped  beside  Silver 
Creek,  an  exquisite  view  opening  up  of  hlfl^ 
snowcapped  peaks,  and  then  eontlmwd  on, 
through  Hope  towards  Yale. 

There  is  but  little  left  at  Yale  to  teU  of  lU 
former  glwy.  it  is  hard  to  realise  that  thla 
tiny  place  once  boasted  a  population  counted 
in  thousand*;  that  thiR  spot  was  the  mecca 
tliat  drew  the  Arst  wave  of  Immigration  to 
British  Columbia.  The  old  church  still  remain*, 
a  pathetic  picture  of  neglect.  Chrtntlans  of 
British  Columbia  would  be  paying  due  tributo 
to  their  eaUN  If  they  would  see  to  it  that  tMs 
Holy  Edifice  that  was  fAr  so  many  years  the 
bulwark  of  The  Palth  is  preserved  as  a  me- 
morial to  the  early  Christians  of  the  province. 

Beyond  Yale 

LEAVING  Yale  we  entered  the  canyons  of 
the  Fraeer.  Now  running  keslde 
brown,  swirling  torrent,  again  climbing 
diaay  hcighu  from  where  the  great 
looked  Uke  a  ribbon,  and  again  cRMatng  sturdy 
bridges  thr^i-*  n  .u  rosJ^  narrow  gorges. 

What  a  view!  Words  fail  to  describe  it 
mutt  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  Frctn  away 
up  on  the  mounUln  side  can  be  seen  what 
looks  like  a  movlng.red  thread  away  down  on 
the  oppcslto  side  Of  the  valley,  ft  Is  a  C.PJl. 
Irelght  trnln  How  tiny  It  looks  compared  to 
the  peaks  that  tower  above  itl  There  Is  a  tiny 
'  red  dot.  It  la  A  secttoo  house. 

And  the  road  on  which  wr  are  drtVll^  It 
Is  safe  and  In  excellent  condition.  Nothklg  to 
worry  abouL  The  outer  edge,  where  ^knger 
might  bo  enp^tedllaknttraaaed  andbuheaikad 

by  stone  walls.

off  the  UHtmd-  Xt'was  boarded,  immedlatoly. 
sajrs  V  laud's  mter^lng  account,  by  tta  oap- 
tain  of  a  whaling  ship  lying  neai[by. 

This  captain  infomied  the  officers  of  tta 
Florida  that  the  island  was  inhabited  by  five 
hundiad  Polynesian  natives  and  a  single  white 
man,  a  Dane.  To  give  the  crew  of  the  French 
ship  an  Idea  of  the  appearance  of  the  natives, 
the  whaling  captain  had  brought  with  him  one 
of  the  savages.  And  the  salt  whispered  hints 
tt  tta  pagan  festivals  and  ravala  that  took 
place  on  the  island. 

Viaud  says  that  the  islander  appeared  no 
more  than  twenty-five  years  of  age.  Be  had 
a  slight,  well-proportioned  figure  and  was  tat- 
tooed from  head  to  toe  with  the  figures  of 
Mrds  and  curious  pteturas  that  tta  French 
sailors  tooli  to  ta  fs|irsaanlaf1nna:0f  tta  Hiaad 
gods. 

Ita  lips  of  the  native  were  tattooed  blue 

and  his  face  was  disflgurpd  by  red  clay  mixed 
with  -oil.  In  his  unkempt  bushy  hair  was 
fastanad  phnnaa.  qtdlls  and  tufts  of  feathers. 
Despite  his  wild  appearance  he  .seemed  a 
gentle,  melancholy  soul  and  entertained  his 
hoats  by  singlttg,  or  rather  scraeehlngt  aararal 
fairtaatit  and  inuaalodlous  sonci. 

Jumped  Overboard

Immediately  M.  Viaud  requested  permission 
to  go  ashore  with  a  sm^U  party  of  sailors  to 
witness  tta  baitarlo  oefamonles.  His  captain 
sanctioned  the  idea  and  a  little  after  .sundown 
the  officer  and  a  party  of  the  stoutest-hearted 
tars  aboard  made  their  way  in  a  small  boat 
to  the  shore  of  the  Island. 

They  carried  weapons  and  flares  and  when 
they  landed  on  tta  beadi  It  lootad  for  a  mo- 
ment as  if  they  would  hara  occasion  to  use 
ttalr  muskeU  and  dirks:  For  no  sooner  was 
ttalr  boat  grounded  than  out  of  thi  brush 
sprang  a  hundred  tattooed  savages.  They  ran 
up  to  the  men,  shrieking  vociferously  and 
brandishing  clubs,  arrows  and  crude  spean 
pointed  with  flint. 

But  In  a  moment  it  became  apparent  that 
all  tta  hullabaloo  was  merely,  tta  islanders' 


way.of  welcoming  the  visitors.  Ft>r  after  the 
fltmry  oc  excitement  the  natives  drew 
back,  flung  themselves  prostrate  on  the  sand 
and  then  chanted  in  unison  a  lugubrious  tune. 

After  this,  continues  Viaud's  account,  tta 
savage  who  appeared  to  be  tta  dilef  came 
forward  with  native  ornaments  and  fruits 
Which  he  presented.  It  was  alter  this  tliat  the 
startled  Viaud  got  a  chance  to  observe  the 
fsntastlc  costumes  of  the  Lslandrrs  A.s  he 
observed  the  brown  bodies,  smeared  with  paint 
and  criss-crossed  with  crude  circles,  squares 
and 'the  figures  of  animals  and  took  note  of 
their  varied  head-dress  he  realiwd  that  the 
whaling  captain  had  been  sight;  te  had  been 
fortunate  to  come  n.shore  On  the  night  of  an 
Important  celebration. 

Ita  savages  led  tta  nreneh  party  to  a  UMla 
grove.  And  under  the  light  of  tta  flam  a 
strange  scene  met  their  eyes.

strangely  enough,  the  natives  did  not  re- 
sent the  captain's  attempt  to  knock  down  all 
tta  statues.  Most  of  them  aided  the  work,  as 
though  glad  tta  representatim  of  tta  gDii 

were  being  cast  on  the  ground. 

Fragments  of  the  statues  were  carried  away 
to  tta  nortda.  Vtaud  with  a  party  of  maa 
explored  a  large  part  of  the  Island.  In  one 
place  he  came  upon  a  huge  cemetery  where 
large  mounds  atood.  They  reeembled  tta 
Oaata  araoUadis.  There  were  also  tall  monu- 
ments and  imposing  statues  of  carved  stone.

Tta  rare  character  of  the  place  Is 
n8t  disoamad  untu  you  laava  tta  highway  and 
dilva  down  to  the  lodge. 

Constructed  entirely  of  maAslve  upright  logs, 
it  haa  been  finished  with  rare  artistry  and  in 
a  most  rustto  manner. 

The  broad  steps  are  made  of  half  logs.  The 
poroh  ll^U  hang  from  an  ancient  ox  span, 
while  tta  great  rotunda  is  electrically  lighted 
from  one  of  the  moot  unique  chaddallers 
imaginable.  It  is  a  wheel  from  the  first  tired 
wagon  ttat  made  its  way  over  the  Cariboo 
Road. 

("treat,  comfortable  chairs  arc  fashioned 
from  hollowed  logs.  The  commodious  room.'i 
are  fMistad  with  hand-made  shingles,  and 
the  clothe.s  peg.s  are  Buumfaotured  from  aap- 

lings  .split  in  two. 

There  is  a  restfulness  about  the  place  that 
makes  you  want  to  stay  IndeflxUtely.  whta  the 
cuisine  makes  you  foiiat  aU  ttaughto  of  re- 
ducing. 

There  were  talf  a  doaen  wayfarers  there 

besides  ourselves,  and  that  night,  in  .such  a 
pleasant  atmosphere,  we  were  Just  as  one 
happy  reunion  of  old  frtenda.  Tta  sp^  of  the 
place  was  on  us,  and  we  ILstened  with  dellgh* 
to  tta  tales  of  hunting  and  fishing,  of  adven- 
tures In  tta  wildi  modestly  told  by  Alan 
Oough.  the  manager,  and  to  tta  Stories  of  the 
brave  days  of  long  ago  related  by  his  charm- 
ing mother.

THE  invention  of  the  tooth  brush  grew  out

Tboth  brush  handles  today  are  generally 
made  from  celluloid,  and  .some  twenty  opera- 
tions are,  required  to  produce  tta  modem 
produet.

"The  Order  of  Good  Cheer" 

rOB  ooBtfortlem  tenanta  of  Port  Royal  tad 
settled  down  for  the  long  tedious  Wtetar 

season.  Poutrlncourt  labored  in  burning  char- 
coal for  the  smithy,  Champlain  cut  ualls 
through  the  virgin  forest,  whlk  Xiosoaitar 
busily  harvested  tta  fruito  of  his  garden. 

Though  they  were  now  living  in  a  land 
abounding  in  fish  and  game,  the  misery  and 
starvation  of  the  previous  Whiter  upon  St. 
Croix  had  not  taen  banished  from  their 
thoughts.  Therefore,  to  offset  any  repetition 
of  the  previous  conditions.  Ohai^rialn  Inatl- 
tuted  among  their  number  an  order  called 
"The  Order  of  Good  Cheer. "  The  fundamental 
purpose  of  tta  order  was  to  supply  their  needs, 
Though  more  epicurean  than  social  in  char- 
acter, the  success  of  the  former  brought  forth 
the  brotherly  qoaltUaa  of  tta  other.  To  this

tta  fooaa.  tta  duMc,  and  tta  grouae,  gener- 
onaly  dWitag  out  to  aaah  aai  aeary  piato  a

The  Sooke  River  winds  amoog  the  tat 
taMs  of  MUaas  LaiMhig  aad  eoaMa  oat  Into 
the  sheltered  watem  of  Sooke  Harbor  AU 
three  have  Indian  Raserves  at  their  moutta^ 
and  aU  of  them  are  haaM  af^  tta  Indian 

tribes  who  lived  near  them  and  knew  their 
beauty  long  betore  tta  coming  of  tta  whtta

After  Ameryk,  Sheriff 
of  Bristol  in  1503 

THS  erecuon  of  a  monument  in  Montrea* 
to  Joha  Oabel.  the  diaooverer  of  North 
America,  revives  ttto  tneaMea  of  who  amid 

America. 

That  America  received  its  name  from  Rlch- 

1503,  who  was  the  person  who  handed  the 
Kings  reward  to  John  Cabot  after  his  dls- 
eovcry  of  North  Aassrtoa,  Is  being  ssrl«tsly 
Inve.sttgatrd  following  the  discovery  of  an  an- 
cient manuscript  among  the  muniments  of 
Weslmtaistor  Abbey.  This  manuaerlpt  was  the 
"Custom.s  Roll  of  the  Port  of  Bristol,  for  A  D. 
14M  to  1409. "  and  iU  chief  interest  Ues  in  the 
feel  thai  asMag  the  paymenta  reeorded  ara 
two  ^  Og  eaali  to  John  Cabot. 

Hila  shows  that  John  Cabot  relurnrd  to 
BrlsUri  after  his  second  voyage  of  1498  and 
claimed  the  pension  which  had  been  conferred 
by  King  Henry  Vn  on  ""him  that  found  the 
new  Isle.'*  John  received  hu  pension  from 
the  Collectors  of  OusteuM  of  the  Port  of 
Bristol,  and  the  senior  of  the  two.  who  prob- 
ably handed  over  the  money  to  the  explorer, 
was  named  Richard  Ameryk  (kko  written 
Ap  Meryke  In  one  deed).  Ameryk  seenvs  to 
have  been  a  leading  citisen  of  Bristol  at  that 
time,  and  bnaaes  perpeluaUng  his  msaiaij 
have  been  preserved  In  St  Mary  Redcllffe 
Churoh.  Bristol.  It  is  suggested  that  the  name 
given  to  the  newly-found  land  by  the  dis- 
coverer was  "Amerlka.  "  In  honor  of  OAMal 
from  whom  he  received  his  pension. 

Conduct  Is  Reported 

THAT  John  Cabot  would  be  likely  to  dO 
this  Is  borne  out  by  his  conduct  as  n- 
ported  by  Hafmondo  dl  aondno  to  the  Duke 
of  Milan  In  December.  1497:  "The  Admiral, 
as  Master  Joanne  Is  styled,  has  given  a  com- 
panion an  Island,  and  has  also  given  another 
t^lUs  barber  a  Oenoese— some  Italian  Friars 
have  the  promise  of  being  Bishops,  etc."  .  If 
Mm  was  so  irse  with  hto  gifte  to  Me  poeier 
friends.  hU  wish  to  show  gratitude  to  the 
King's  official  can  be  well  understood. 

There  was  formerly  in  the  possession  of 
the  Pust  family,  of  Hill  Court.  Oloueester- 
shire.  a  manuscript  (14»6-97>  which  has  often 
been  quoted  but  the  original  of  which  has 
been  lost.  This  manuscript  may  be  looked 
upon  as  conteaaporary 'evidence  of  the  fact 
that  the  newly  dfaaovered  land  was  known 
as  America  to  Bristol  k»g  before  the  name 
became  known  on  the  Continent 

The  name  America  was  not  given  to  the 
land  to  Spain,  but  "by  foreign  writers,"  and. 
If  so.  po6.slbly  in  England  It  Is  suggested  that 
the  name  having  been  Invented  In  btgland 
and  having  been  the  only  name  for  more  than 
ten  years,  the  resemblance  of  the  name  to 
that  of  Amerigo  Vespucci  struck  the  "foreign 
writer"  at  Pretburg  (to  whom  the  ftigUsh 
"Richard  Ameryk"  was  quite  unknown  >.  and 
thus,  ttuough  an  srror,  Ysspucct  received  the 
honor  whteh  was  lateaded  by  Oabel  for  the 
"Ameryk."

Prom  one  district  it  Is  reported  that  wolvw 
broke  into  atabiea  throi«h  ctoeed  windows. 
breaklBff  tha  flaia  aad  aatlac  all  the  prMlaua 
cattle. 

Only  horses  when  le«ft  in  freedom  know  how, 
to  defend  themaahraa  agataiat  thate  tenrlUe^ 
beaau.  When  they  see  a  pack  approachlnr 
they  form  at  onoe  into  a  tight  circle,  keeping 
t  heir  headf  in  the  centre  aad  klridaff  aal  hard 
with  their  hind  legs.  No  wolf  ran  come  near 
them  without  being  very  badly  hurt,  if  not 
killed.  Ilius  horses  have  saved  tha  Uvea  af 
many  people  who  took  refuge  in  their  circle.

Botanists  Sent  In 

BOUT   aeven   years   ago   two  brothers 
aaaMd  Pondd.  botaaMa,  ware  aent  to  the 
Mackenzie  Rivar  baain  to  nnd  out  whethsr 
there  was  paatura  flor  reindeer  there.  After  two 
yaais  thay  reported  that  thay  beUeved  there 
was.  Then  the  Oovemment  bought  3,000  rein- 
deer, at  Kotaebue  Sound  and  arranged  with 
the  owners,  the  Lomen  Reindeer  Company  to 
.send  the  deer  with  men  and  dogs  on  the  long 
trek  to  their  Canadian  home.    That  was  in 
Itaa.    At  last,  after  many  hardships  and 
dangers  the  little  party  of  tan  man  are  nearlng 
their  Joumeya  end     Many  fawns  have  be*n 
added  to  the  herd.  Hie  traveling  was  done  m 
the  kmg  dark  Winters,  for  the  dear  had  to 
rest  and  pasture  in  SpriiiR  (tnd  the  short  Sum- 
mers.  The  Mackenzie  Reserve  covers  an  area 
9t  MM  ■*»■«  Bdlai.  so  the  Mg  herd  wUl  have 
plenty  of  room  when  they  arrive  next  Winter. 
It  is  hoped  tliat  the  native  Esquimaux  will 
have  food  eaough  la  future.  It  wlU  ba  taitar- 
rsting  to  learn  how  tho  rsladsar  Ilka  their 
Canadian  liome.

clared. ' 

It  waa  only  a  few  months  since  the  clang 
of  drums  and  trumpeU  had  hailed  Richard 
lion  Hiart  to  tha  Chriatian  camp.  Two  weary 
yoars  had  tha  Orusadars  been  oulMa  the  walls 
of  Acre;  the  sword  and  the  plague  were  sweep- 
ing them  away  in  such  numbers  that  even  the 
kraasst  wars  katac  eourace.  when  Richard  of 
England,  the  soldlar-klBi,  caaa  ta  tha  aid  of 
the  besiegers. 

In  a  month  Acre  was  taken.  Richard 
wkad  like  a  common  acHdier  at  the  heavy 
battering-engines,  and,  when  (ever  eama  upon 
him,  he  waa  carrted  oa  his  BMttrsss  to  ths 
treadles. 

He  was  a  oopquarlag  hero,  and  hia  example 

once  mere  lighted  the  lamp  of  rnfhu.sUsm  for 
the  weary-<one  huiidred  thousand  men  croaeed 
the  river  and  advaaeod  towards  Janisatem. 
With  them  rolled  the  great  battle  car,  carrying 
the  Standard  of  the  Holy  War  on  a  high  mast 
"Surely  this  new  kln«  Is  a  tenarl"  cried 
the  saracen.s  •  i^t  us  captuia  him,  and  oosa 
more  all  will  be  well." 

Oaladtai  had  two  hundred  thousandmen,  and 
they  charRod  Richard  on  the  asashore  nine 
miles  from  Aacalon.  They  might  as  well 
hava  charged  Maunt  Oarmel;  the  Crusaders 
stood  in  »n  iron  maas,  and  In  tha  tiriofesat 
of  the  battle  waa  Lion  Heart. 

"Onward!  Onward  I"  cried  Richard  leaping 
on  to  hif.  war  horss,  holding  the  mighty  battlS- 
axe  which  had  been  forfsd  by  tin  trusty 
souths  of  old  Sngland. 

"The  English  King  hath  too  much  daring," 
•aid  William  de  Pratelles.  "if  he  falls  we 
are  lost,  for  the  soldiers  believe  he  is  led  by 
the  angels,  and  th«lr  oouraga  wlU  fall  them." 

Hovering  consUntly  round  Richard  s  line  of 
march  were  hordes  of  Saracens  and  Arabs,  fly- 
ing when  pursued  and  rsiumlng  again  and 
again  in  the  hope  of  rapturing  the  King. 

WiUiam  de  Pratelles  kept  close  to  the 
EngUah,  King,  for  he  loved  Mm.  «Tbei«  wlU 
come  a  day,"  he  fhoiight  '  when  aaa  aiifht 
serve  him  as  well  as  love  him." 

That  day  came  wheh  Webard  rode  apart 
with  few  companie.v  and  saddsaly  ttia  Arabs 
swept  toward  them.

Drastic  Pruning  Wrong 

A COMMON  error  on  the  part  of  Inexperl- 
enoad  anataurs  when  dealing  with  a 
young  trto  that  nokaa  stoat,  vlgaraus  growth, 
la  to  pniae  it  drastically  Ruch  treatment 
martly  Induces  still  greater  production  of 
wood,  but,  in  the  moanMma,  avary  cut  end  of  a 
ibitt  or  branch  forms  a  ready  exit  for  the 
gummy  excraaoenca  which  is  to  be  dreaded, 
because,  whan  onee  gumming  starts,  it'  Is  a 
difficult  task  to  stop  it.  An  Infinitely  better 
method  of  procedure  Is  to  Uft  the  very  ener- 
getic young  tree,  thus  elfactlvely  root-pnming 
It.  and  replant  it— In  the  same  spot.  If  re- 
quired. This  may  Uke  place  at  two  years  or 
three  years  after  first  planting. 

Usually  the  operation  will  check  the  exces- 
siva  production  of  wood  and  hastan  formation 
of  fruit  buds.  When  onee  a  young  tree  begins 
to  bear  fruit,  it  will  be  tolerably  safe  from  the 
tendency  to  what  may  be  termed  spontaneous 
gumming.  The  need  for  caution,  tbaa,  rs- 
solvea  Itself  into  taking  care  to  avoid  brulllng 
or  breaking  branches  and  twigs.  It  must  be 
obvious,  when  a  moment's  thought  is  given  to 
the  question,  that  a  fround  in  the  bark  will 
cause  blacding  or  dtsebarga  of  gummy  sub- 
stance.

Treating  Gumming  Spots 


^H>RS  guasasing  takaa  plaea  en  tho 

trunk  or  the  main  branche.«i  of  a  tree 
where  an^puUtion  is  impracticable,  cut  cleanly 
around  tha  abrasion  until  healthy  wood  to 
reached,  wash  the  wound  with  a  .'.tronR  .sol'i- 
tion  of  permanganate  of  potash,  and  cover  the 
whole  area  with  a  clay  and  cow  manure  ml«- 
turr.  such  as  is  used  for  sealing  big  tree  grafts. 
Bind  this  in  with  broad  Upe,  and  leave  until 
the  whole  poultice  crumbles  away.  By  thto 
lime  it  win  probably  be  found  that  new  layers 
of  bark  are  forming  around  the  edgea  of  the 
carlty.  in  which  case  there  win  ba  no  furthar 
need  of  poulticing.  Should  there  stiU  be  slgna 
of  ooslng  gum.  a  fresh  coating  should  be  ap- 
plied.  Furthermore,  if  the  hole  osade  foraM  a 
cup  which  is  capable  of  holding  water.  It  must 
br  niled  in  and  water-proofed  by  greasing  or 
painting  the  surface,  which  should  ba  made 
convex  to  taaUitata  ready  aaeapaaant  of  rata 
water. 

,There  is  always  the  great  danger  that  gum- 
ming wounds  may  provide  easy  entrance  for 
canker,  and  that  should  be  prevented  by  every 
possible  means,  the  best  of  which  is  scaling 
over  and  rendering  waterproof. 

The  trees  that  are  chiefly  affected  with 
gumming  comprise  the  cherry  and  the  plum, 
but  peaches  are  also  susoepUble,  together  with 
the  flowering  or  omaaMntal  fOrOM  of  the  twd 
first-named. 


Transpianung  Iris  in 
Late  Summer  Gives 
Excellent  Results 

Tn  Irto  to  not  only  one  oT  the  most 
beautiful  of  perrnnials.  It  has  the  other 
good  qualities  of  being  easier  grown  and 
transplanted.  The  iris  has  been  successfully 
transplanted  at  every  season  of  the  year  when 
the  ground  Is  open,  but  some  seasons  sre 
better  than  others  for  establishing  an  iris  bed 
or  divldliig  and  remoring  roota.  nenovlng' 
immediately  after  flowering  Is  often  advo- 
cated, and  where  the  ground  is  ready  to  re- 
oohre  thsm  the  season  eould  hardly  be  bettor. 
All  through  July  nurserymen  are  busy  propa- 
gatuag  for  themselves  and  sending  stock  to 
■B  9Bila  Of  the  eauMry  to  tarto  enthiMlaala  Who 
hata  proved  thU  time  to  be  the  best  at  which 
to  sahljinili  the  planta.  In  many  gardens, 
heweeor,  anldMnmner  to  not  a  favorable  tlnra 
for  doing  this  work,  because  it  would  disturb 
the  effect  of  beds  and  bordera,  and  with  a 
pbnt  aa  easily  raaioved  it  to  hardly  worth 
whua. 

Suty  in  September,  while  the  ground  re- 
talM  IftuMMT  warmth  to  an  exeeUent  tbao  to 
plant  the  Iris.  This,  however.  Is  not  so  good 
a  time  for  ordering  new  planta  as  the  atoek

If  eare  to  taken  to  see  that  the  work  is  well 
dene,  ustuUly  flower  the  first  season  as  the 
buds  are  already  formed  in  the  heart  of  the 
plant.  The  bloom  may  not  be  aa  fine,  how- 
am,  aa  during  the  next  or  later  yeare. 

Aa  Ms  plant  should  not  bo  allowad  to  re- 
main undivided  for  many  years.  Every  three 
or  four  years  a  clump  should  be  separated  and 
fearti^  ait.

Nostril  Fly  of  Sheep 
and  Ways  to  Combat 
•  Attacks  on  i  iocK:> 

THE  sheep  nostril  fly,  which  is  the  parent 
of  the  grubs  causing  the  condition  com- 
monly spoken  of  as  grub-ln-the-head,  is  a 
little  larger  than  the  stable  fly.  Ihe  feaude 
fly  .seeks  a  flock  of  .sJieep  on  which  to  bestow 
her  progeny.  Upon  finding  a  slieep  that  is 
wUling  to  stand,  the  fly  deposits  the  young 
living  larvae  on  the  edge  of  the  .shoep'.s  nostril 
one  at  a  time,  makuig  frequent  ttuusts  as  long 
as  the  sheep  wlU  stand.  In  this  way  one  fly 
may  unload  as  many  as  sixty  Uttlo  grubs  on 
one  sheep. 

The  sheep  nostril  fly  came  to  Canada  wHh 

Ih^'  iinprntntions  from  Great  Biitaln  many 
years  ago.  It  is  quite  couunon  in  all  sheep 
districu  and  has  %pread  to  the  vrild  deer  in 
the  back  di.strirts  All  pcr.soas  familiar  with 
the  normal  actions  of  sheep  know  when  the 
fly  is  attempting  to  depoait  Its  larvae.  The 
fly  during  flight  makes  a  peculiar  bw/./uin  note, 
which,  together  with  lU  quick  movemenu 
about  tho  aheep's  head,  cause  much  alarm. 
Hie  iheep  try  to  avoid  thr  riy  by  crowding  to- 
gether and  keeping  their  heads  down  If  there 
are  many  files  the  sheep  run  about,  sneeze 
and  rub  their  noses  in  attempt  to  offset  the 
tickling  cau.scd  by  the  presence  of  the  ror^ntly 
deposited  larva.  Sheep  will  run  intu  tluckcLs, 
long  grass  or  shade  or  hold  their  heads  low 
in  a  furrow  bottom  If  .such  Is  available.  In 
order  to  keep  ila  nose  out  of  reach  of  the 

ny.

A8TBIB  are  frequently  quite  difficult 
and  un.satl.'ifartory  to  p«W,  largely  be- 
cause of  the  wilt. 

The  wilt  will  be  recognized  by  the' blacken- 
ing of  the  stem  and  roots,  accompanied  by  the 
more  or  leas  rapid  death  of  the  top.  Often  the 
stem  has  one  or  more  black  streaks  extending 
mate  or  less  its  entire  length,  and  the  leaves 
wither  and  turn  black. 

To  ward  off  wilt,  treat  the  aster  seed  by 
soaking  five  minutes  In  coM  water,  then  keep 

moist  for  f\\p  hours  and  finally  dip  ten  min- 
utes In  a  1-1000  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate. 
Ftont  hnnedlately.  Thia  wiU  kiU  any  wilt  that 
is  In  the  seed,  but  thhs  U  only  half  the  battle. 
The  other  half  of  the  battle  is  in  the  plant  bed 
and  the  outdoor  flower  bed.  If  asters  are 
grown  In  an  Infested  plant  bed  or  outdoor 
flower  bed  the  disease  Is  certain  to  reappear, 
■ther  grow  this  flower  in  a  new  place  each 
year  or  at  least  pradtice  a  five  or  six-year 
rotation.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  then  disin- 
fect the  soil  by  treating  it  with  formaldehyde. 
Use  one  pint  of  fonaaldihyda  la  twenty-five 
gallons  of  water. 


Care  of  Rhododendrons 


'HAT  l".  the  best  way  to  care  for  rhodo- 
dendrons? This  Is  a  question  that 
often  puBtles  would-be  gardeners.  The  care  of 
.rhododendrons  is  not  dlfUcult  if  one  or  two 
things  are  carefully  observed.  First,  they 
must  have  an  acid  soil  containing  large  quan- 
tities of  leaf  mould  or  humus.  Then  they  must 
be  planted  in  a  semi-shaded  location,  prefer- 
ably on  the  north  aide  qf  a  building.  The 
aoBBl-ehade  keeps  them  from  being  injured  by 
the  strong  Summer  sun.  and  the  location  on 
the  north  side  of  a  building  keeps  them  from 
being  burned  by  the  sun  late  In  the  Winter. 

If  the  soil  is  sweet,  it  may  be  made  acid  by 
the  application  of  aluminum  sulphate  or  am« 
aaonlam  sulphate  in  the  proportion  of  ono" 
half  pound  to  a  .square  yard.  Tannic  acid  may 
be  used,  one-half  teaspoonful  to  a  gallon  of 
water.  In  applying  either  of  these  chemicals, 
be  sure  to  water  the  plant  well  afterward 

The  use  of  chemicals  is  not  to  be  depended 
aa  for  penaanent  good  health  of  theae  ptaata, 

«.«;  It  i.'«  really  only  a  corrective  for  improper 
soil.

Keep  it 
growing,  and  as  the  flower  buds  swell,  give  it 
plenty  of  water.  With  careful  treatment,  you 
should  be  able  to  keep  your  plant  for  years. 
The  orlgmal  Kurume  azalea  is  said-  to  be  a 
plant  now  over  101  yeara  old  and  still 
flourishing. 

Reviving  Wilted  Flowers 

How  can  one  revive  flowers  that  have 
been  wflted  for  some  time?  Now  that 
the  cutting  season  it  with  us.  this  question  U 
of  real  importance. 

Most  flowers  can  be  revived  if  the  stems  are 
cut  under  water.  After  they  arc  cut.  plunge 
the  flowers  into  a  deep  vessel  flUed  with  cool 
water.  Sprinkle  the  petal.s  of  the  flowers,  and 
.set  the  vessel  in  a  cool,  dark  place  away  from 
draughts.  The  flowere  ahouki  be  fully  rsVWed 
in  half  an  hour.  Some  plant,s  with  woody 
stems  and  others  with  milky  Juice  do  not 
respond  to  thia  treatment.  For  flowers  of 
this  sort  the  stem  sho\ild  be  slnfted  by  holding 
it  In  a  flame  until  ii  is  thoroughly  diarred. 
Sometimes  the  stems  may  be  dipped  In  boil- 
ing water  to  accomplish  the  same  purpose, 
but  the  steam  from  the  water  is  likely  to  in- 
jure the  floweia.  so  this  must  be  done  care- 
fully. 


Azfilcas  as  House  Plants 

FLowm  levers  who  grow  aaaleas  in  their 
homes  are  worried  frequently  because  the 
plants  drop  their  buds  and  leavea.  They  won- 
der what  can  be  done  about  It. 

Asaleas  which  are  grown  In  the  house  need 
a  great  deal  of  water,  aad  slaoe  they  are 
planted  in  a  soil  compoecd  chiefly  of  peat  moos 
or  leaf  mould  and  sand,  they  are  well  drained 
aad  eaa  ataad  frequent  watering.  If  your 
plaat  ^fKornm  dried  out,  this  might  be  the 
cause  of  lu  buds  and  leavea  dropplag:  also.  If 
the  air  in  a  house  is  quite  warm,  the  buds  and 
leaves  fall.  Aaaleas  grown  in  a  greenhouse 
have  a  fairly  cold,  damp  atmoaphere.  aad  a 
sudden  change  to  the  dry  air  of  a  hoaae  would 
be  sulBclent  to  cause  the  dropplag  of  buds  and 
leavea.  Thie  huawdly  hapaaas  to  phtfits 
that  undergo  ehangei.  ah  it  it  a  protective 
awasare  until  th«  plants  have  become  accue- 
toaMtf  to  the  aew  oaadHlons

Growing  Pigs  Require 
Supplies  of  Green 
Feed  and  Mineral 

GROWING  pigs  make  excellent  u,v  of  green 
feed.  While  pasture  for  pigs  is  recom- 
mended, eapert  producers  of  high-quality 
cnarket  hogs  prefer  feeding  green  feed  in  racks 
In  the  pen  dally.  The  bad  effects  of  sunburn 
and  weather  are  thus  avoided.  Ckwer.  alfalfa, 
oats,  peas  and  rape  are  .suitable  for  green 
feed.  It  must  be  fed  freshly  cut  and  regu- 
larly. Grass  and  many  varletlea  of  weeds, 
.such  a.s  lamb's  quarter,  pig  weed,  etc  .  are  use- 
ful, as  also  U  garden  waste.  The  pracUce  of 
UBiaf  green  feed  Is  too  often  aeglected.  It  ia 
not  that  a  pltr  consumes  any  gre-it  q  iaiiti  / 
of  green  stuff  but  the  fact  that  he  gets  some 
suitable  fresh  vegalabla  aaMar  npilarly  each 
dav  Is  responsible  far  tha  healthy,  thrifty  con* 
dition  induoed. 

Wttttar-fed  market  pigs  and  breedtag  stock 
rtll.sh  a  little  fibrous  matter  to  chew  and  they 
require  it  regularly,  ihey  wUl  eat  straw  if 
no«hlag  batter  la  avallaSle.  CMve  thsm  second 
cut  clover  or  alfalfa  or  any  well-cured  grass 
or  cereal  crop  that  has  been  cut  green  The 
deetraMe  effects  of  feeding  a  few  mangeu 
dally  are  too  well  known  to  call  for  further 
conunent.  The  thing  is  to  sec  that  all  pigs, 
eseept  the  very  young,  get  scom  fonn  of 
table  matter  regularly. 

Pigs  which  do  not  have  acoess  to  the 
should  havf  a  boa  of  it  tn  their  pens, 
as  cheap  as  it  is  daalrable.  aad  will  be  con- 
sumed sparingly  but  regularly  I.avlnr  up  a 
supply  of  soda  in  the  Pail  provides  for  a  good 

the  eMo  Of 
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Combating  the  Pest 

SHEEP  running  on  bare  fields  where  there 
is  no  natural  cover  or  shrubbery  into 
which  they  can  go  during  the  heat  of  the  day, 
can  be  protected  by  applying  pine  tar  to  their 
noatrlls  each  week  and  by  plowing  .shallow 
furrows  across  the  field,  into  which  the  sheep 
can  dip  lU  noae  when  the  fly  Is  about.  -Salt 
and  feed  troughs  can  be  ,so  ccgistructed  that 
the  Kheep  will  keep  itfl  own  nose  smeared  with 
pine  tar.  thus  savtam  the  labor  of  hand  work. 
Such  a  trough  can  be  mad*'  by  boring  holes, 
three  inches  in  diameter  and  five  Uiches  deep, 
into  a  cedar  log  of  suitable  staM  and  length. 

The  hole.s  are  filled  with  salt  and  pine  tar 
smeared  around  the  edge  of  the  hole  frequently 
enough  to  keep  Its  sticky  and  in  good  oondltlon 
to  mess  up  the  sheep's  nose  when  she  comes 
to  lick  the  salt..  Bheep  running  on  pasture 
land  where  tlim  Is  an  aboadanee  of  tall  grass 
or  other  forage  plants,  as  sweet  clover,  al- 
falfa, or  sheep  which  have  a  wood  lot  inta 
which  they  can  go  are  seldom  bothered  by  thia.

It  fa  gensraily  in  flower  by  hite  February  or 
early  March.  The  edges  of  thr  leaves  are 
heavily  encrusted  with  lime— hence  the  name, 
■a^ftmga  beryl  la  very  abnUar  bat  tetar  In 
flowering. 

ABMng  the  yellow-flowered  saxafrages  of 
this  type '.the  easiest  is  Ellzabethae.  with 
golden  yellow  flowers,  and  Apleulata.  with 
lemoB-eolored  blooms.  These  are  both  verv 
easy  to  grow  and  give  no  trouble  if  planted 
in  gritty  soil  with  plenty  of  lime  added.  They 
bloen  in  March.  Another  admirable  yellow 
Idnd  Is  Ferdlnandl  coburgi.  The  foluge  of 
this  is  .slightly  glaucus  and  the  bloOBM  are 
borne  in  heads  of  four  or  five  It  i|  an  easy 
and  good  variety,  but  is  not  often  to  be  ob-

'ITH  Saxifraga  lilaclna  we  come  to  the 
kinds  which  have  rosy  or  lilac  flowers. 

Tliese  are  borne  singly  on  Inch  .stalk.v  and  the 
foliage  is  very  tiny  but  silvery.  baxUraga 
irvingii.is  a  beautiful  thing  with  pink  flowers 
about  two  Inches  tall  and  continues  In  bloom 
for  a  long  tinie.  Myra  is  another  with  pink- 
ish-laveader  flowers  which  la  vary  beautiful. 

Tluir  are  dozrn.s  of  others  that  have  been 
produced  from  time  to  time  by  various  crosses, 
and  a  collection  of  these  would  make  a  won- 
derful hobby. 

The  great  trick  about  growing  this  class  of 
saxifraga  is  to  plant  them  in  very  gritty  soil 
in  a  spot  where  they  get  the  sun  for  about 
half  the  day  The  books  written  In  England 
say  full  &un.  but  the  experience  of  the  writer 
over  a  number  of  yeaiB  haa  oonvluced  him 
that  full  sun  on  this  ooaat  la  toa  BHUb  for 
them. 

Away  up  the  slopes  of  the  blartttane  Alps. 

especially  behind  Mcntone.  there  is  found 
< although  now  extremely  rare)  a  dwarf  broom 
known  to  botanists  as  Cytlsus  ardolnl.  Its 
innty  is  not  due  to  any  delicacy  of  constitu- 
tion, but,  is  said  to  be  caused  by  the  plants 
being  eaten  over  by  graslng  animals  before  the 
seeds  are  able  to  ripen  and  scatter.  However, 
it  is  now  fairly  well  established  in  gardens  on 
this  coast,  and  as  It  grows  about  four  or  five 
inches  high  and  is  very  well  adapted  for  the 
rock  garden,  being  covered  with  golden-yellow 
flowers  in  April  and  May.  Under  cultivation 
it  crosses  very  readily  with  other  brooms,  and 
at  Kew  some  half  dosKn  hybrids  have  been 
raised,  including  that  wonderful  trailing 
cream  broom,  Kewensls.  A  poor  soil  is  what 
It  likes  and  it  will  bloom  fro^  alMh  flaalad 

in  such  a  medium. 

Fine  Ramondias 

THE  Ramondias  are  in  full  flower  at  this 
writing,  and  a  wonderful  sight  they  are. 
Planted  in  a  wall  facing  north  and  se  aria  aged 
that  no  Winter  rain  can  settle  on  their 
crowns,  they  give  no  trouble  and  will  produce 
their  violet  flowera,  which  are  aneoaimoaly 
like  the  flower  of  the  potato  year  after  year. 
The  plant  increases  in  sise  as  it  gets  older. 
'  There  are  some  In  the  writer's  gardea  that  are 

over  fifteen  yeans  old  and  still  producing  a 
wealth  of  bloom  every  year.  There  are  white 
and  pink  ferais,  tooj,  but  theae  are  not  so 
telling  as  the  type.

"Nothing  short  of  thU  will  bring 
home  to  all  the  necessary  llmlta  of 
natknal  peUey,  both  political  and 
economic.  In  a  congested  world.  The 
future  of  clvlUratlon  clearly  de- 
pends tipon  the  nations  developing 
some  sN'.tem  for  the  pacific  .settle- 
ment of  di.sputrs,  aiul  some  econ- 
omic organization  enabling  nations 
to  live  In  reasonable  prasperlfy 

"But  if  it  Is  irnpoMlhle  to  organize 
the  whole  world  for  the.se  purposes 
then  the  liberal  powers  ought  to 
organlae  their  own  portion  of  It 
so  that  freedom  and  prosperity  may 
be  assured  wlthhi  it."

Here  are  three  tasty  recipes  to  use 
during  the  cherry  season.  Have  you 
lasted  cherry  snow?  if  not.  try 
the  followUy  dlrecilOB:  Two  Uble- 
spoons  gelAtin.  foar  tablespoons 
oold  water,  one  cup  sufar,  two  eui» 
bolllnt  water.  )uiee  of  two  lemons, 
one  and  a  quarter  cups  fraali  pittod 
cherries  cut  In  pieces. 

Soak  the  gelatin  In  cold  water 
until  .soft,  then  dlssohe  with  the 
.suRar  m  the  boilmv;  water  Add  the 
lemon  Juice,  cool  until  fairly  well  set, 
then  whip  vigorously  with  a  rotary 
beater  until  frothy  and  light.  Stir 
or  fold  In  the  cherrlea  cut  in  halves. 
Cool  in  one  laigo  or  six  individual 
molds. 

If  there  Is  any  appreciable  amount 
of  Juice  left  over  after  cheme.s  are 
pitted  and  h.ilved.  .substitute  It  for 
part  of  the  boiling  water.  This  will 
senrt  six  to  elKht  people. 

CHERRY  OLIVES 

This  recipe  for  cherry  olives  is 
nice  with  eold  meats.  One  teaspoon 
salt,  one  rup  cold  water,  one  cup 
vinegar,  three  table.spoons  brown 
sugar,  one-quarter  .stick  ciiuiamon, 
two  tablespoons  whole  clove.s 

The  cherries  are  not  cooked.  They 
are  washed  and  the  stems  are  cut  a 
little  shorter.  They  are  packed  In 
clean  sterUlied  Jars  and  a  vinegar 
mixture  is  poured  over  the  cherries. 
They  can  then  be  sealfd  away. 

Tie  the  .«:picr.,  in  chee-secloth  Put 
all  the  ingredients  in  a  .saucepan. 
Boil  five  minutes    Cool  and  remove 
the  spice.    Pour  this  mixture  over 
aUm  cherries  and  seal.

There  are  two  ways  of  making 
a  fish  .salad  One  is  to  place  a  por- 
tion of  flsh  on  a  plate  and  flank 
it  with  sliced  cucumbers,  lettuce, 
etc.,  and  then  put  a  spoonful  of 
salad  dressing  on  the  side.  This 
Is  perhaps  the  popular  way.  de- 
signed to  serve  "eye  appeal"— and 
It  aocompllshee  this  very  thinf.  It 
looks  beautiful. 

But  the  proof  of  the  salad  — like 
the  pndding--ls  always  in  the  eat- 
ing. And  if  you  eat  of  this  kind 
you  will  be  distinctly  disappointed. 
Each  item  on  the  plate  Is  unsea- 
soned —  innocent  even  of  salt  — 
which  reduces  the  whole  plateful 
to  flat  inalpidlty,  and  the  amall 
slae  of  the  plate  makes  Impoaelble 
any  satisfactory  mixing  of  the 
dressing  and  .salad  materials.  You 
.sigh,  then  sprinkle  a  little  salt 
around,  getting  tf)o  nuuii  here  and 
not  enough  there  put  a  forkful  of 
the  ,salad  in  the  dicssiiiK  and  cat 
It  without  Best,  meditating  on  the 
waste  of  fine  materials  when 
"dressed"  only  for  eye  appeal. 

I  recall  dining  with  a  French 
gentleman  at  a  hotel.  When  the 
salad  came  it  was  slmUar  to  the 
one  I  have  de.scribed.  Moiusieur.  an 
epleure,  looked  at  it.  It  was  not 
ne<e.s3ary  for  him  to  tasto.

He  called  the  waiter  and  the  head 
waiter  and  the  next  thli«  I  knew 
the  salad  was  removed,  aa  he  talked 
to  French,  gestioulaUng  vigorously. 
As  I  learned  later,  he  had  com- 
manded that  It  be  taken  away  and 
mixed  or  "fatigued"  a:,  they  would 
prepare  and  serve  It  in  Paris  In 
a  minute  or  so  It  was  brought  back 
It  did  not  look  a.s  well  Salad 
never  docs  when  mixed  But  it  had 
taste  and  fla\or.
